ON  COLLECTING 


by  Michael  W.  Sherman 


There's  an  old  adage  which  says  that  what  you  get  out  of  something  is  proportionate  to  what  you  put  into 
it.  And  other  than  horse  racing  and  slot  machines,  it  holds  true  most  of  the  time.  Few  endeavors  though,  pay  as 
rich  a  reward  as  the  serious  undertaking  of  a  collecting  hobby. 

The  acquisition  of  objects  is  one  of  man's  oldest  pursuits  and  certainly  among  the  most  deeply  rooted.  As 
soon  as  basic  survival  needs  were  fulfilled,  natural  curiousity  led  to  the  accumulation  and  study  of  items  for  the 
environment.  Whether  it  was  an  unusually  shaped  rock,  or  an  interesting  sea  shell,  the  desire  to  preserve  and 
classify  related  items  was  present  from  the  dawn  of  civilization. 

In  the  ensuing  five  thousand  years,  the  output  of  man's  handiwork  has  been  prodigious,  leaving  collectors 
of  today  with  an  almost  infinite  variety  of  areas  in  which  they  can  become  involved.  A  casual  perusal  through 
Antique  Weekly  confirms  that  for  virtually  any  field,  a  group  of  dedicated  collectors  exists.  From  Salt  Shakers 
to  Comic  Books,  Postcards  to  Toy  Soldiers,  there  is  a  club  or  a  publication  somewhere  to  satisfy  the  thirst  for 
more  information  and  the  names  of  others  who  share  the  common  interest.

A  coin  which  truly  must  be  seen  to  be  believed.  Its 
richly-colored  surfaces  are  virtually  flawless  and  its 
pulsating  luster  give  this  coin  a  unique  overall 
appearance. 


1888  $3,  MS  65/65 

High-quality  Threes  remain  one  of  the  most  popular  — 
and  most  difficult  —  of  all  19th  century  gold  types.

Breen  2-A,  thirteen  leaves  below  eagle.  Semiprooflike 
with  the  reverse  more  so  than  the  obverse.  A  neat 
match  to  the  1795  $5  with  similar  color,  wear  pattern 
and  overall  appearance. 


1909  $10,  Proof  65/65 

Struck  in  the  satiny  “Roman  Finish”  which  was 
always  used  in  1910;  only  74  were  coined.  A  legitimate 
rarity  which  is  almost  never  offered  for  sale  at  public 
auction. 


1795  $5,  A  U  50/55 

Breen  1-B.  Small  Eagle  Reverse.  Semiprooflike  with 
much  of  the  original  surface  present;  struck  in  light 
yellowish  gold.  Evenly  worn,  free  of  any  significant 
marks  and  boldly  struck. 


1801  $10,  MS  65/65 

Breen  2-B.  A  staggering  Eagle  with  full  Mint  frost,  a 
minimal  number  of  marks,  an  exceptional  strike  and 
an  absolute  absence  of  adjustment  marks.  One  of  the 
ultimate  type  coins  and  a  rarity  in  this  grade. 


1907  (Liberty)  $20,  Proof  65/65 

A  popular  and  very  rare  coin,  this  last-year-of-design 
issue  had  a  mintage  of  only  78.  Of  the  40  or  so  sur¬ 
vivors,  only  a  few  are  as  hairline  free  and  brilliant  as 
this  piece. 


Breen  1-A.  Fully  prooflike  with  delicate  greenish-yellow 
toning.  Exceptionally  sharp  with  nearly  complete 
border  dentils  and  full  hair  details;  gently  abraided  in 
the  fields.  One  of  the  finest  1802/1  Half  Eagles  offered 


in  years. 


1904  $10,  Proof  65/65 

One  of  only  108  struck.  Splendid  deep  gold,  orange  and 
coral  hues  in  a  lightly-mottled  configuration.  The  color 
of  this  popular  issue  makes  it  unusually  attractive. 


1908  $20,  Proof  65/65 

Struck  in  a  dark  matte  finish  with  an  orange-olive 
color;  as  few  as  20  other  pieces  with  this  finish  are 
known.  The  surfaces  show  no  “shiny  spots”  or  hair¬ 
lines.
